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THE CUBAN REVOLUTION. 


T is almost as difficult to obtain satisfactory in- 
formation respecting the progress of the revolu- 
tion in Cuba from the Havana newspapers or from 
the details telegraphed from that city, as it was 
during our own war to obtain accurate intelligence 
respecting affairs at the South from the Southern 
press or “‘ reliable contrabands.” The telegraph 
is in the hands of the government, the press is 
muzzled by the Captain-General, and the revolu- 
tionary forces are operating at points so far in the 
interior as to prevent intelligence of their move- 
ments reaching the news-gleaners. 

The revolution commenced about the 14th of 
October, last year, with disturbances in Porto Rico, 
which the then Captain-General, Lersunpt1, sought 
to quell by mild measures—issuing proclamations, 
etc. The revolution in Spain, which began about 
the 20th of September, had then assumed vast pro- 
portions and IsaBELLA was an exile in France, 
while the whole country seemed resolved upon the 
establishment of a Republic. Lersunptr failed to 
comply with the demands of the people in the 
Eastern and Western Departments of Cuba for the 
establishment of the extremely liberal policy 
which had been adopted by the Republicans in the 
Mother Country, and consequently the insurrec- 
tion soon grew to proportions of a revolution 
in those sections; particularly in the Eastern De- 
partment. LERSUNDI was a monarchist, and had 
no sympathy with the movement of the Republi- 
cans in Spain. The insurgent leaders knew this; 
knew that they could hope for no relief from the 
Captain-General; saw that ‘‘Spain’s difficulty 
was their opportunity,” and that then, if ever, 
they must strike the blow for freedom. LrErsuNpI 
made feeble attempts at coercion, after he 
found that mild measures did not prevail, and em- 
ployed the few troops that he could spare in oper- 
ating against the insurgents in the Eastern Depart- 
ment, where they had gathered in force and estab- 
lished themselves with the intention of remaining. 
The Government troops made no head against the 
rebels; they were defeated in every engagement, 
and were forced to retire to positions where they 
could await reinforcements. In this emergency 
Lersunp1 telegraphed to Spain for more troops, 
and all that could be spared were sent him. His 
known want of sympathy with the dominant 
movement in the Mother Country led to his re- 
call, and DuLce was sent on, literally to ‘“‘shut the 
stable door after the horse was stolen.” The in- 
surrection, which could in the outset have been 
quelled by wise administration and by such con- 
cessions as were demanded, was then past control; 
and Dutce found himself on his arrival at Havana 
forced to resort to the most severe measures, and 
even with these there was little hope of success. 

The revolutionists had, by this time, established 
themselves in complete possession of the Eastern 
Department, had occupied some of the most im- 





portant positions in the Central Department, and 
had many open sympathizers in the Western De- 
partment. 

General Duce, notwithstanding the brilliant 
bulletins which he has issued from time to time 
through the Havana press and the cable, has made 
comparatively little headway against the revolu- 
tionists, although he has employed all the Govern- 


30s | ment troops at his command and enlisted all the 


volunteers he could raise in Havana and vicinity. 
The capital is filled with troops, detachments of 
which are sent into the Western Department on 
forays, to intimidate the inhabitants and hold them 
in awe ofthe Captain-General’s authority. The 
forces which are employed against the revolu- 
tionists in the Central Departments are Spanish 
regulars, well drilled, but numerically insufficient 
to cope with their antagonists. 

At the date of the latest advices the revolution- 
ists had control of the Central and Eastern Depart- 
ments, and were reported to be massing their 
forces on the south of the island. The revolution- 
ary operations commenced in the south-western 
portion of the island, and have spread gradually 
westward along the coast. The Spaniards have 
undoubtedly achieved a substantial success in forc- 
ing the passage of the Sierra Cerbitas and relieving 
Puerto Principe. It is impossible to form any re- 
liable opinion of the amount of loss incurred in this 
attempt. As the insurgents had a decided advan- 
tage in position, defending a narrow defile, it is 
probable that they were able to inflict considerable 
loss upon the Spaniards, who admit a loss only of 
thirty-one killed and one hundred wounded, while 
they place the loss of their opponents at 
the round figure of one thousand. They 
might as well call it one thousand as any- 
thing else, following, as they doubtless did, the 
rule of guessing at half and multiplying by two. 
At the summit of the mountain pass the Spaniards 
encountered a rampart of felled trees, which they 
had to destroy under a fire from all the woods 
around, which were “ occupied by rebels without 
number.” 

The rebels are undoubtedly receiving substantial 
aid from their friends and agents in the United 
States, as well as from the islands adjacent to 
Cuba. A large number of Cubans have come to this 
country, bringing their ‘‘ portable property ” with 
them, and the Cuban exchequer is reported to be 
reasonably well supplied with funds. In spite of 
the efforts of the Spanish Navy most of the vessels 
bearing supplies have escaped their vigilance, and 
the Captain-General has been betrayed into the 
mistake of issuing a proclamation declaring that 
all vessels captured in Spanish waters or at sea 
near the Island of Cuba, will be treated as pirates, 
irrespective of their ports of departure or their des- 
tination. The Spanish authorities already have 
possession of an American brig, the Mary Lowell, 
which the commander of the Spanish war vessel, 
the Andaluza, reports was captured in strict ac- 
cordance with international law. We doubt, how- 
ever, whether Captain-General Dutce will find it 
prudent to undertake to hang her crew in accord- 
ance with international law. 

As the revolution promises to continue and grow 
in importance, we give a statement of the distance 
from Havana to various points which may be of 
service in following future movements. From 
Havana to Matanzas is 63 miles; to Villa Clara, 
234 miles; to Puerto Principe, 150; to Bayamo, 192; 





to St. Jago de Cuba, 102; to Mariel, 42; to Bahia, 
Honda, 75; to Cienfuegos, 207; to Bejucal, 17; to 
Santiago de la Vegas, 15. The railroads in Cuba 
are of the following lengths: Havana, with two 
branches, 108; Regla to Guanabacoa, 2 1-2; Ma- 
tanzas, 47 ; Coliseo, 24; Cardenas, 62 3-4; Jucaro, 34; 
Cienfuegos, 18 ; Remedios, 6 ; Trinidad to Casilda, 3; 
Puerto Principe to Nuevitas, 46; Cabre to St. 
Jago, 9. 

The principal feature in the topography of 
Cuba is a range of mountains which extends 
through the centre of the island. From Punta de 
Maysi to Cape Cruz the Sierra del Cobra (or Cop- 
per Mountain) skirts the southern coast for about 
two hundred miles; and back of it runs the river 
Cauto, which empties into the Bay of Esperanza on 
the south side of the island. This is the largest of 
the rivers and is navigable for schooners about 
sixty miles above its mouth. At the west end the 
mountains also approach the coast, especially on 
the north side. In several of these places groups 
of high hills form the margin of the island; but 
for the most part low tracts intervene between the 
central elevations and the shore on either side. In 
the wet season they are inundated and rendered 
almost impassable by the depth of water and the 
tenacity of the mud. From Sagua to Point 
Sabana, on the south side of the island, the coun- 
try isa continuous swamp for one hundred and 
thirty-eight miles. 

The chain of shoals that surrounds Cuba is 
broken in many places, and these interruptions 
afford a free access to the shore. The parts which 
are least dangerous and most free from reefs, etc., 
are on the south-eastern side between Cape Cruz 
and Cape Maysi, and the north-western between 
Matanzas and Cardenas. On the former shore 
are found the harbors of St. Jago, Guanatanamo, 
Baitiquiri, and Baracoa. The north side of the 
island, from Cape Mulas tothe port of Nuevitas, is 
equally free from banks and reefs. East of Cape 
Mulas ships find excellent anchorage in the bays of 
Tanamo, Cabarico, and Nipe, and west of that 
cape, inthe bays of Sama, Naranjo, Padre, and 
Nuevas Grandes. There is another safe coast from 
Point Hicacos and Cabanas bay, with the harbors 
of Horana, Matanzas, Puerto Escondido, and 
Maricl. West of the harbor of Bahia Honda the 
chain of reefs and shoals again commences and 
continues without interruption to Cape San An- 
tonio. On the south side, the shore from this cape 
to Point Piedras and the Bay of Cortes is very bold, 
but between Pictras and Cape Cruz nearly all the 
coast is covered with shoals. The navigation of 
allthis extent of the southern coast is dangerous 
except from the bay of Cochinos to the mouth of 
the river Guarabo.

Lieutenant-Colonel George Gibson, have been in session 
at the War Department about cight months. The board 
was convened for the purpose of examining into all cases 
where application is to be made to the War Department 
for damages to property and losses sustained during the 
war ; to examine into the merits of the same, and report 
the result of their investigation to the Secretary of War 
for his action. The applications for indemnity which 
have come before the board are very numerous, about 
two-thirds of them being from parties in Southern 
States; but the consideration of these is excluded by act 
of Congress of July 4, 1864, in regard to the States then 
in rebellion. A great many ofthe claims have been ex- 
amined and acted upon, and almost every day adds to the 
number now on file for consideration by the board. 





AN otlicer from Fort’ Craig, New Mexico, has arrived 
as St. Louis with the report that trouble had occurred 
with some Pawnees at Ellsworth, Kansas. Five of these 
Indians, who are friendly, went into Ellsworth, when 
some roughs demanded their surrender. Two of them 
submitted, but the other three refused and were shot 
and scalped. The next day a band of twenty-five 
Pawnees went into the town and demanded that the 
murderers of their friends should be given up, or they 
would burn the town. The troops were sent for from 
Fort Harker, but the Pawnees escaped. General Sibley 
sent some troops after a band of Pawnees who had been 
depredating ; seven were killed. The same informant 
says that from 6,000 to 7,000 Navajo Indians were at 
Fort Wingate, when he left New Mexico, and constant 
difficulties were occurring between them and the half- 
civilized Pueblos. 
By direction of the President, the military guard which 
has been on duty at the White House since the early 
days of the rebellion has been dispensed with, and hence- 
forth the regular doorkeepers and officers of the Metro- 
politan police force detailed for duty at the mansion will 
be its sole protection. Captain McKeever, the officer of 
the guard for the past four years, has been ordered to 
report to the Secretary of War, and will join his regi-

BeForr a General Court-martial at Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, March 8, 1869, of which Brevet Brigadier-General 
Thomas J. Haines, major and commissary of subsistence, 
is President, was arranged and tried: Second Lieutenant 
Edward Lynch, Thirty-third Infantry,on the charge of 
“conduct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline.” “In this: that Second Lieutenant Edward 
Lynch, Thirty-third Infantry, while adjutant of the post 
of Huntsville, Alabama, did order Sergeant Paul F. Ger- 
mandt, principal musician of the field music, 'Chirty-third 
Infantry, to whip musician James Canon, Company K, 
Thirty-third Infantry, with a gun-sling, and did unlaw- 
fully cause thirty lashes, more or less, to be inflicted 
with said gun-sling upon the bare back and hips of the 
said musician Canon. This at Huntaville, Alabama, on 
or about the 25th day of December, 1868.” ‘To this 
charge and specification the accused pleaded “ Not 
Guilty,” but was found guilty of the specification, except 
the words “with a gun-sling ;’ and to substitute the 
words “a waist-belt,” for the words “said gun sling,” 
and of the charge, “‘ Guilty,” and was sentenced “to be 
reprimanded in General Orders.” ‘‘ The court was thus 
lenient, believing that the accused committed the offence 
in the belief that he was acting under the orders of his 
commanding officer, and without intent to violate the 
law.” In approving the proceedings in this case Major- 
General Meade says: 

The practice of administering personal chastisement, for 
minor offences, to boys enlisted into the service as musi- 
cians, is contrary to the spirit of the law abolishing flog- 
ging as a punisiment in the Army ; and although such an 
unauthorized custom may have crept into the service, it 
can by no means be held to justify the infliction of stripes 
and lashes laid, in the manner found by the court, upon 
the bare back of a musician, whom the evidence shows 
was too old to be considered a boy. This degrading 
punishment was so clearly illegal, and so contrary to 
that humanity which has abolished flogging in almost 
every service, that it isa matter of great surprise to the 
general commanding that any officer under his command 
should be found guilty of having ordered its infliction. 
The accused should have had something more than a 
mere belief that he was acting under the orders of his 
commanding officer, before resorting to such high handed 
measures; and this palpable violation of the law, if

VoLumiNnovs dispatches were received at the Navy 
Department March 27th, from Rear-Admiral Rowan, 
commanding the Asiatic Squadron. A letter dated at 
Hong Kong, January 9th, relative to affairs in China 
and Japan, mentions the difficulty that had occurred be. 
tween the English subjects on the Island of Formosa and 
the Chinese residents there. Some English traders pur. 
chased a quantity of camphor in the interior, which was 
seized by order of the Mandarins, in transitu to the port 
of shipments, under some flimsy pretext. In addition to 
this, some English missionaries were insulted and im. 
properly treated. A demand was made by the English 
Consul for redress and the immediate delivery of the 
camphor, which was refused. Some English ships of 
war went there, and landed troops in the face of a large 
Chinese force, and killed a number of them, when the 
Chinese came to terms, paid damages and apologized 
Affairs in Japan continue unsettled. The seat of war. 
has been transferred from the Island of Niphon to that 
of Tesso-enemeoto. The Admiral of the Tycoon has 
gone to Hakodadi with his squcdron and some transports 
tull of troops, and has taken the place. It is reported 
that the Mikado’s Government has chartered several 
steamers for the purpose of transporting troops to expel 
him. Admiral Rowan, as soon as he heard of the revol- 
ution in Spain, sent the Jroquois, 6, to Manilla to look 
after our interests there in case of disturbances. The 
French Consul had requested Admiral Rowan to send 
out vessels to search for the corvette Le Marge, which 
sailed from Saigon on the 1st of November for Yokohama. 
The Juno, that sailed for the same place fifteen hours 
later, had returned to Saigon dismasted and otherwise 
injured by a typhoon. It is believed that the Le Marge 
foundered. Admiral Rowan sent the Jroguois to search 
the Philippine Islands and about there, and would send 
the Oneida down the coast of Hainan and Cochin China. 
The health of the squadron was good. Among the in- 
closures in the dispatches is a letter from the Prime 
Minister of Siam to Admiral Rowan, announcing the 
death of Prabal Sourdet Phra Chom Klow, King of Siam. 
His Majesty died on the 1st of October, having been sick 
since the 27th of August. He was sixty-four years of age, 
and had reigned over seventeen years. The officers 
whose duties are to attend the royal dead, clothed his 
majesty’s remains in regal robes, and deposited them in 
a golden urn, which was conveyed in procession to the 
grand palace, and placed in state in the wings of the 
palace called “ Dootcha Let Maha Prasal,” according to 
the custom usually adopted with regard to the remains 
of former kings of Siam. The Princes, relative of his 
late Majesty, and the Ministers of the Government, both 
high and low, then met, consulted together, and unani- 
mously agreed to the accession of the eldest son of the 
late Majesty to the throne of Siam, There was no dis- 
pute anywhere regarding the choice, and merchants and 
traders followed up their avocations in peace and pros- 
perity as heretofore. ‘I'o the letter of the Prime Minister, 
Admiral Rowan responded with one of condolence, and 
also congratulated the Ministers and Royal family upon 
the happy crowning of a successor who, he hoped, will 
pursue the same line of friendly and liberal policy to- 
ward the United States which marked the reign of his 
father. Commander Carter, commanding the Monocacy, 
10, in a dispatch from Yokohama, of December 31, states 
that on application of the United States Minister, he ex- 
pected to take him to Yeddo on the 2d of January. It 
was understood that all the Foreign Ministers would 
have interviews with the Mikado on the 4th and Sth of 
January. The English, French and Italian Ministers 
were taken to Yeddo in the vessels of their respective 
nations. Minister Van Valkenburg advised Commander 
Carter that the American steamer Mars had proceeded 
to Yeddo on the 15th of December, for the purpose of 
taking on board 800 soldiers to be conveyed to Hakodadi, 
and requested him totake such measures as may be 
necessary to prevent her committing the contemplated 
breach of neutrality, which, in the opinion of the Minis- 
ter, involved additional risk to the lives and property of 
American citizens at that port, who have to rely upon 
the observance of strict neutrality for immunity from 
danger. In accordance therewith, Commander Carter 
advised the agents of the vessel-owners, and the contract 
was thrown up. The Azof, a steamer of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company, it is said, got the same charter 
with the knowledge of the British Minister. She went to 
Yeddo and returned to Yokohama with a large number 
of Japanese on board.

"FOREIGN NAVAL MATTERS. 


Aw ex-officer of the U. S. Navy, now a commander 
t the Haytien Navy, writes us as follows from Port au 
Prince Hayti, Feb. 26, 1869: “ The Government of 
Hayti owns at present three war steamers, all of which 
were formerly United States vessels. The Alexander 
Pétion, flagship, 10 guns, formerly the Galatea. This 
vessel, under the command of Admiral J. F. Nickels, has, 
since her return from the United States whither she had 
peen for repairs, taken the fortified towns of Petit 
Goave, Miragoem, and Aquin, and is at present off the 
capital of the Southern Rebels, Aux Cayes. The Sal- 
nave, 5, formerly the Maratanza, participated in most of 
the above-named affairs. The Salnave, W. J. Dumont 
commander, had a close engagement with two forts at 
Aux Cayes a few days since. She is now at this place 
taking in coal and ammunition, (of which latter com- 
modity her previous commander, Charles Huggins, also 
formerly of the U.S. Navy, had not appreciated the 
need during fighting times), and will return soon to the 
South, when the town and forts of Aux Cayes will have 
to succumb. The third vessel I have not yet heard 
named, as she is a new purchase. She will also make 
her appearance before the forts of Aux Cayes ere long. 
The Rebels have purchased the Mount Vernon and 
sent her to St. Marks, from where she is to go to Jamaica 
to take her armament and be placed in thorough repair. 
Also the Florida, last on this station under the command 
of Captain Rolando. 

THE correspondent of one of the daily papers reports 
that the Spanish squadron in the Cuban waters is com- 

d of six vessels, as follows: Blasco de Garay, Juan 
de Austria, Conde Venedito, sidewheelers, and Africa, 
Guadiana and Andaluza, screws. They are all rather 
old, poorly armed,and slow. The Blasco de Garay isthe 
flagship. The Conde Venedito isa light-draught gun- 
boat and has been recently stationed at Guanaja to pro- 
tect the stores there in conjunction with the small gar- 
rison.. The Guadiana is on station at Nassau and run- 
ning as dispatch boat to Nuevitas. The others are cruis- 
ing about. They come into Nuevitas as often as possible, 
make as long a stay as allowed, and then leave in 
couples. The nerves of the commander of the Blasco 
seem to have been terribly shocked by information 
furnished by the natives of Green Key that they had 
seen an iron-plated steamer with six Armstrong guns 
and flying the Chilian flag. He returned to Nuevitas 
on the Ist and found three of his squadron here. He 
soon after sent for the engineers of these vessels and in- 
structed them to examine the Blasco. A small flaw in 
her shaft was found, and -with much unanimity the 
Board of Engineers declared that it was not safe for her 
to go to sea any more, as she might break down at any 
moment ; so the others were ordered out, and she remains. 
Whether there really was such a steamer as reported or 
the statement was merely a joke of the people of Green 
Key is the question. Certain it is that the Blasco does not 
care to encounter any Armstrong guns. The crews of 
all the Spanish vessels here are a fine looking body of 
men, and, under good officers, would make good fight- 
ing material. 

ON the ist of February, 1869, the numerical strength 
of the British fleet-—inclusive of ships afloat and building 
—was as follows: Of armor-plated ships there were 
nine iron ships, third-rates, afloat ; seven of wood, third 
rates, three of iron, fourth-rates, and seven building ; 
two of wood, fourth-rates, afloat ; one of iron, fifth-rate, 
two of wood, sixth-rates, and two sloops, wood. The 
anove are all screwsteamers. There were two gunboats 
afloat double screw, one boat of iron, and one of iron and 
wood, and one ditto hydraulic. ‘There were two turret- 
ships afloat, iron, fourth-rates, screw, and two building ; 
there was one turret-ship of wood afloat, a fourth-rate, 
with screw, and two others of iron, sixth-rates, screw. 
One ram was building of iron, double screw. There 
were afloat three floating batteries of iron, screw, and 
one of wood. This completes the lists of armor-plated 
vessels. Then there were forty-four ships of the line, 
screw, afloat, and two building, but the building sus- 
pended. Thirty-two frigates, screw, were afloat ; three 
ditto paddle ; two block ships, screw ; twenty-one corvet- 
tes, screw, and five building; thirty-six sloops, screw, 
were afloat, and two building ; eight sloops, paddle, were 
afloat ; ten small vessels, paddle ; four dispatch vessels, 
paddle; fifty-one gun vessels, screw and double screw, 
and three building ; sixty-seven gunboats, screw, were 
afloat ; ten tenders, tugs, etc., screw, and forty-one pad- 
dle; twelve troop and storeships, screw, and one ditto 
paddle ; five transports for India reliefs, screw ; four 
yachts, paddle, and one building. Thus there were 318 
screw steam vessels afloat, and twenty-two building; 
and seventy-one paddle steam vessels afloat and one 
building ; making a total of 389 steam vessels afloat and 
twenty-three building. There were besides the above, 
twenty other steam vessels, from which the machinery 
had been removed, afloat, making the total number of 
steam) vessels 432,

THE RULE OF PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 
Sir: In this irreverent age, when the most fashiona 


ble article in the universal creed is, that we are immeas- 
urably ahead of our fathersin everything that relates 


to the science of organizing human society, it is no long- 
er deemed an evidence of turpitude to question the in- 
fallibility of those usages which have been sanctified by 
the observance of past generations. Emboldened by the 
knowledge of this fact, I venture to attack the venerable 
theory embodied in paragraph 20, of the Revised Army 
Regulations of 1863. 

Howbeit, I attack not so much the theory therein set 
forth, as I do the half measure adopted for the carrying 
out of the idea. Of course, everybody in the Army un- 
derstands that the rule of promotion is that of seniority. 
I do not question the wisdom of this rule. ‘The possible 
dragging of “an effete seniority,” is not so much to be 
feared as the inevitable mischief which would result 
from favoritism, that bane of republican services, in the 
application of the rule of selection, by promoting juniors 
over the heads of their worthy seniors. In my opinion 
there is an erroneous application of the seniority rule. 
Everybody knows that, to the grade of captain, promo- 
tions are made regimentally, while from captain to col- 
onel they are made according to arm. 

Is not this imperium in imperio illogical and inex. 
pedient? Why not extend the rule which obtains as to 
the field-officers, until it shall cover all officers to the 
grade ofcolonel? Why should we cherish exotics which 
bear bitter fruit? This custom,in common with a good 
many more, was from our much venerated John Bull, 
and applied arbitrarily to our service, the conditions of 
which differ materially from those of the British. A 
muititude of grades is not essential to the efficiency of 
an organization, and the classification of subalterns into 
the grades of first and second lieutenants, is creating a 

_ distinction without a substantial difference. ‘Then why 
not do away with these grades and create the grade of 
lieutenant of infantry, cavalry, or artillery? ‘The pro- 
portionate number of subalterns in any arm or corps 
need not necessarily be increased or diminished with the 
change of title, and the equilibrium of rank among the 
various regiments might be easily maintained by the 
strict observance of an inflexible rule, that the first new 
appointment shall take the first vacancy existing. Thus: 
Captain John Smith, of the One Hundredth and Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, is promoted, and, thereupon, Peter Jones, 
the senior lieutenant of infantry, is promoted to be cap- 
tain in the One Hundredth and T'wenty-fifth Infantry, 
vice Smith, promoted. 

Now, at the time of his promotion, Lieutenant Jones 
was serving with the Seventy-fifth Infantry, and, conse- 
quently, Joseph Smirke, the next man appointed a lieu- 
tenant of infantry, is assigned to duty with the Seventy. 
fifth Infantry, to take the place of Jones. Thus, it would 
be impossible to collect the ranking officers of either 
army into any one regiment. On the contrary, there 
would result greater equality of rank among the several 
regiments, than now exists, when one regiment pro- 
motes slowly and another rapidly. For the lientenants, 
taking rank according to the date of their appointments 
into the Army, (or, better, according to the date of their 
acceptance of appointment,) assume their places in the 
line of promotion to the grade of captain, in the same 
manner as the captains now take their places in the line 
of promotion to major, the last vacancy occurring in any 
—_= of the military hierarchy, getting the junior of that 
grade. 

It might, also, be worth while to consider whether such 
a system of promotion would not tend to make the Army 
more homogeneous by extending the interest of subaltern 
officers to all the regiments of their respective arms of 
service, thus destroying the Chinese principle of indiffer- 
ence to whatever may occur outside the regiment. 

But, if this rule of promotion be expedient, is it, at the 
same time, just? | think itis. May IL go further, and 
think that, in the first placing of lieutenants in the line 
of promotion, it would not be unjust to consider merely 
the date of appointment into the Army, losing sight alto- 
gether of any former regimental commissions as first or 
second lieutenant. For the rule of promoting by senior- 
ity seems to derive its just influence from the admission 
of the theory that among men of equal abilities, he who 
has the greatest experience in his profession, is the man 
to whom, of right and in sound policy, the higher au- 
thority should be given. Now, this rule is neither 
strengthened nor weakened in its application, by the ad. 
ditional fact that an officer,in his service, served with 
this or that regiment or corps, fur the supposition is, 
that in the end, all the regiments of any particular arm, 
see the same amount of service. The correctness of this 
observation is admitted in the case of the captains and 
field-officers ; and what peculiarity of service or position 
ought to reverse the theory in the case of the lieutenants? 
Why should service in one regiment entitle a man to be 
a captain five years sooner than he would have been had 
he served in awother regiment? This latter was a just 
theory in England, when the barons and great lords led 
their retainers to battle in the service of the prince, and 
when the inferior knights and gentry commanded the 
line of men-at-arms, whom they, in their turn, led a-field 
at the command of their seigneur. It was still just 
when the feudal corps, taken into the pay and permanent 

service of the prince, coustituted the embryo of the mod- 
ern standiag army. But it is difficult to understand why 
this medieval principle should be observed in a modern 
army, officered by men, to all of whom the supreme pow- 
er directly delegates authority. 

Surely, increase of honors and authority in the Army 
should keep pace with length of service ia the Army, 











enters the Army is in danger of being made to suffer, all 


defective application of the rule of seniority. For in- 
stance, Captain A., who entered a “slow” regiment in 
850, may be subject to the command of Major B., who, 
in 1855, had the good luck to be appointed to a regiment 
which soon placed him in the line of captains, and thus 
fairly started him on his way to a majority, perhaps be- 
fore A. had mounted his first bar. If any one will trouble 
himself so much as to look over the Army Register, he 
’| will find, perhaps to his surprise, that instances similar 
in nature to the one supposed, are far from rare. Such 
a case could not occur if lieutenants were promoted to 
a according to arm. ; 

will not enlarge upon the merits of such a system of 
promoting. Ifthe arguments in favor of the change are 
not sufliciently cogent to suggest themselves to the able 
gentlemen to whom the task of re-organizing the Army 
is assigned, they are, probably, not worthy of being se- 
riously entertained. It is not enough to say of an error 
that it is venerable. Hoary abuses are disappearing 
every day, and, in these changeful times, to seriously 
direct attention to a wrong, is to start it on the way toa 
desired reformation. 

I wish, therefore, that some of the elder officers of the 
Army would take this subject into consideration and dis- 
cuss it in the JouRNAL. Such discussion can work no 
harm, and if it should have no immediate result for good, 
it might plant the seed which, in future time, shall grow 
to be a great oak. REAL.

POST CAMP HALLECK, NEVADA. 

10 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: We have at this post, two troopsof the Eighth 
Cavalry, H and D,and have now almost completed 
our quarters. We are situated at an altitude of seven 
thousand feet above the sea. The Humboldt Mountains 
are in our rear, and a beautiful mountain stream runs 
through the camp. A sufficient number of cottonwood 
trees grow around us to make this a very desirable 
spot during the summer months. The [umbolct River 
is about twelve miles from “our door :” and the shrill 
whistle of the locomotive can be heard, and the loco- 
motive itself be seen speeding along its banks, to the 
consternation of the “ lords ‘of the forest” and the 
delight of the whites. The railroad (Central Pacific) 
is now laid very nearly up to “ Humboldt Wells” 
which are about sixty miles east from here, making 
over five hundred miles of track completed. It is ex- 
pected that the two companies will meet at some point 
near Salt Lake City, by April next; and then will be 
consummated one of the grandest enterprises ever under- 
taken. 

The White Pine Gold Mines (recently discovered), are 
one hundred and fifty miles from here. Already the 
excitement has commenced: each train of cars brings 
a load of gold seekers, all anxious to be on hand to reap 
afortune when spring opens. I am afraid, however, 
that before that time there will be many of them giving 
us a call for some of Uncle Sam’s “ hard tack.” Ho! for 
White Pineis the cry, regardless of the consequences. 
It is the same periodical gold fever characteristic of the 
country. It has one virtue, however, for it gives em- 
ployment to those who cannot succeed in the ordinary 
trades. Tales of immense veins of gold discovered are 
freely circulated. I know that the Eberhardt mine 
is very rich ; but as to numerous others of the same 
kind, we had better wait for further developments. 

The winter has been very mild, the ground at pres- 
ent is covered with twelve inches of snow. The 
“Ranchemen ” are preparing for an early spring, feeling 
confident they will succeed far better in cultivating 
their lands than seeking for gold. The streams are 
literally alive with speckled trout, affording the angler 
fine sport. I fancy thatin a short.time we shall have a 
visit from the experts of the East, for this is undoubtedly 
the greatest trout fishing country in the world. The 
enlisted men catch plenty, using fresh beef for bait ; no 
necessity for fly riggings and fancy baits. I find that a 
reel saves many of the large fish. Average weight ten 
ounces. We have plenty of grouse and snipe shooting, 
and a few deer in the mountains. ‘Taking it altogether, 
a very desirable location for the loversof field sports. 

“Lo” is kept in a proper state of discipline by the 
appearance of the soldiers and “mounted thunder” 
as they term the locomotive passing through their 
midst. Onward the wheels of peace and civilization, is 
the watchword, which will obviate the necessity of ex 
termination and give prosperity to the country. Vive 
la République.

PROCEEDINGS OF OFFICERS OF SEVENTH CAVALRY. 

A MEETING of the officers of the Seventh U. 8. Cavalry 
was held at vhe Camp of the Regiment on Medicine Bluff 
Creek, Indian Territory, the 18th day of January, 1869, 
to give expression to their profound grief at the death 
of Brevet MajorGeneral Alfred Gibbs, major Seventh 
Cavalry. Brevet Major-General G. A. Custer was chosen 
to preside, and Brevet Colonel R. M. West, Brevet Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel T. B. Weir and Captain George W. Yates, 
were appointed a committee to prepare resolutions. 
Their report was as follows : 

Resolved, That the officers and soldiers of the Seventh 
Cavalry received with profound sorrow the intelligence 
of the death of their beloved major, Alfred Gibbs, whose 
sincere attachment to the officers personally and to the 
interest of the regiment at large, had peculiarly en- 
deared him to all. 

Resolved, That no ordinary language or space is ade- 
quate fully to express the worth and the value of the 
services rendered to his government and his country by 
our dear comrade who has gone. That long before most 
of us knew anything of war, he had gained distinction 
on the arid wastes of Mexico. Later and while many of 
us were still young, he had been severely wounded while 
fighting savages in the wilderness far beyond the border 
of civilization. And that, later still, when the convul- 
sion of the Republic by rebellion and civil war called us 
to arms, those of us who knew him then learned wisdom 
from his experience, and took courage from his dauntless 
spirit and the grandeur of his bearing through the 
most disheartening trials. 

Resolved, Vhat when our Government was almost in 
in the throes of dissolution, and while his old comrades 
and friends around him were fast falling away under the 
pressure of family and sectional influences, our beloved 
hero, ever true to his principles and his flag, spurned the 
councils of policy and caution, and rallied to the defence 
of the Government which had fostered him, and which 
had never done him wrong. 

Resolved, That the officers and soldiers of the Seventh 
Cavalry do hereby tender to the family of the deceased 
their respectful sympathy and sorrow, especially to the 
dear partner of the bloom and the ripeness of his fame, 
the comforter of his later days and the ministering 
angel of his last suffering and death ; she whose self- 
denying, deathless devotion will now be united to an 
aching affection which no remembrance of glory or 
fame can assuage to her and to the children of his cher- 
ished care and hopes. ‘I'he hearts of the husbands and 
fathere and comrades, bow down in reverential tender- 
ness and sorrow. 

Which was adopted. 

The secretary was instructed furnish a copy of these 
resolutions to the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL. The 
meeting then adjourned.

SCIENTIFIC OFFICERS. 
Tuk London Times, in the course of a very long 
and able review of “ The Royal Engineer,” a new book 
by Sir Francis Head, thus touches on the question of 
educated scientific officers: + 


Practical examples are not wanting throughout the 
history of all nations to prove ,that whenever scientific 
officers have succeeded in getting a command they have 
done. well. We might give a list of a few English 
names, but we forbear, because the officers were for the 
most part no better than their fellows—only more fortu- 
nate in promotion. Two, however, we cannot omit as 
having commanded armies—Lord Napier and “ Charlie 
Gordon.” In the French service we may name Napoleon 
I. as an artillery officer, Napoleon III. as a special student 
of artillery science, an inventor and writer on the subject. 
Sir F. Head gives us for engineers Cavaignac, Niel, and 
Vaillant. Omar Pasha was an Austrian engineer officer, 
Todleben a Russian. 

To know the real value of modern scientific military 
education it is necessary to turn our eyes across the 
Atlantic. At the beginning of the great civil war all 
classes of men hurried into the army, and those who had 
political influence received commands, Sir F. Head gives 
a list including seven names of distinguished engineer 
officers. We proposed to add a little to their numbers, 
and by so doing to prove that almost without exception 
the brightest names in the history of the great American 
war were borne by officers who had received a scientific 
military education. 

Robert E. Lee was an engineer officer, superintendent 
of the Academy at West Point in 1852, and afterward 
promoted to a cavalry command. His fame as comman- 
der-in-chief of the Southern armies can never be forgot- 
ten. He is now a schoolmaster! Beauregard was an 
engineer, and superintendent of West Point in 1861, 
though only for a few days. Sigel was educated at the 
Military College of Carlsruhe, and was an artillerist of 
European reputation. Sydney Johnstone was an engi- 
neer. Meade and Warren were both engineers; the 
former commanded an army, the latter an army corps, 
with which he won a brilliant rear-guard action. Wright, 
an engineer, commanded an army corps. Wilson was 
promoted from lieutenant of Engineers to command a 
corps in eighteen months. His advance cut off Jefferson 
Davis’s escape. “ Stonewall Jackson,” educated at West 
Point, was lieutenant of Artillery in the Mexican war, 
and afterward Professor of Mathematices and Tactics 
in the University of Virginia. His exploits need no 
trumpeter. The battle of SHiloh was fought and won by 
three Southern divisions, commanded by Hardee, form- 
erly Instructor in Artillery, Cavalry, and Infantry Tactics 
at West Point; Bragg, an Artillery officer: and Polk, 
formerly engineer, afterward bishop. ‘Macgruder, who 
thrashed Butler at Little Bethel, was an artilleryman. 
and only captain when the war began. Sherman, whose 
successes and brilliant march decided the fate of Lee's 
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“conducted a semi-military academy at Alexandria,” in 
Louisiana, and was made brigadier of volunteers. Mc- 
Clellan was educated at West Point. His services as 
engineer and general are well known. Jenkins was an 
artilleryman, then principal of a military academy near 
Charleston, South Carolina. He was elected colonel of 
a regiment and then made brigadier. He highly distin- 
guished himself. Keyes, who with his division threw 
back the Southerners at the battle of “Seven Pines,” 
was ‘an artilleryman. Winder,. an artilleryman, acted 
as Provost-Marshal-General at Richmond during the 
war. It was said of him that “ no half-dozen men could 
fulfil the labors of this eagle-eyed old man.” 

Sir Francis traces the origin of the “ bludgeon ” sys- 
tem of war to Napoleon’s huge armies and disregard of 
human life. He might have added that Napoleon’s 
enemies were equally careless, and that the great com- 
mander, whose wars were for the’most part offensive, had 
less need of field works than those whom he overcame, 
as much by the rapidity of his movements as by his skill 
in arranging his troops for battle. Wellington made 
rand use of field works, but only twice—at Fuentes 
’Onore and at Torres Vedras, where he preserved his 
army from being driven into the sea, saved Lisbon, and 
so gained time to organize his forces, and created the 
the steady drain upon French resources which ended in 
the successes of the Peninsular war. Nothing but field 
works saved the Southern army under that great master 
of war, General Lee, from being destroyed many months 
before the capture of Richmond ; and, on the’other hand, 
the neglect of field fortification ruined the chances of 
the Austrian armies in Bohemia, where a delay of two 
or three days might been fatal to the Prussians. Who 
can doubt that the losses of the British troops at Water- 
loo would have been much Jess had the men been cov- 
ered by breastworks? But if temporary field fortifica- 
tions would have been of great use in old European 
warfare, their employment has now become an absolute 
necessity. Formerly the accuracy and range of artillery 
and infantry fire were so small that the ground between 
the opposing forces could be rapidly passed by cavalry, 
or even infantry. The rate of firing, too, was only about 
one-fifth that which is now possible. Hence, though 
large bodies of men seldom actually crossed bayonets, 
there was no difficulty about a bayonet charge, the 
attacking regiment might receive one volley, but that 
was all. If the foes rarely closed, it was because one 
side or the other lost heart and ran ; but it is almost im- 
possible to conceive a successful bayonet charge in the 
tace of breech-loading small arms, unless the lines of the 
defenders have been already broken and demoralized by 
the fire of artillery. Against this rifled field artillery 
fire, as well as against that of active and long-ranged 
sharpshooters, both infantry and artillery have nowadays 
chiefly to provide. 

It is not as the advocate of any new system that Sir 
Francis Head comes forward. He only asks the English 
army to do what steady Prussians, brilliant Frenchmen, 
and doggedly courageous Austrians have been about 
ever since the war of 1866; he only asks them to be as 
wise as a Red Indian or the Maori of New Zealand. 

The following words of our author are severe: “In 
the meanwhile there are two facts which, I — sub- 
mit, it is impossible for any competent military authority 
summoned before the new House of Commons to deny : 
1. That, of the armies of Europe, that of England is 
at this moment, by a long interval, the most ignorant in 
the art of self-defence against the desolating fire of the 
breech-loading rifle. 2. That, in its present wilful stato 
of ignorance, it is incompetent to contend against any 
one of those highly educated armies above referred to, 
in equal number.” . 











A PERFECT HORSE. 


“In weight she might have turned, when well condi- 
tioned, nine hundred and fifty pounds. In color she was 
a dark chesnut, with a velvety depth and soft look about 
the hair indescribably rich and elegant. Many a time 
have I heard ladies dispute the shade and hue of her 
plush-like coat as they ran their white, jewelled fingers 
through her silken hair.

Her ear was thin, sharply pointed, delicately curved, 
nearly black around the borders, and as tremulous as 
the leaves of an aspen. Her neck rose from the withers 
to the head in perfect curvature, hard, devoid of fat, and 
well cut up under the chops. Her nostrils were full, 
very full, and thin almost as parchment. The eyes, from 
which tears might fall or fire flash, were well brought 
out, soft asa gazelle’s, almost human in their intelli- 
gence, while over the small bony head, over neck and 
shoulders, yea, over the whole body and clean down to 
the hoofs, the veins stood out as if the skin were but 
tissue-paper against which the warm blood pressed, and 
which it might at any moment burst asunder. ‘A per- 
fect animal,’ I said to myself, as I lay looking her over,— 
‘an animal which might have been born from the wind 
and the sunshine, so cheerful and so swift she seems ; 
an animal which a man would present as choicest gift 
to the woman he loved, and yet one which that woman, 
wife or lady-love, would give him to ride when honor 
and life depended on bottom and speed.’ ”— Atlantic 
Monthly for April.

the Army of the future cannot be a mean one. 
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THE ARMY AND THE COUNTRY. 


LTHOUGH the treatment which the Army has 
just received from Congress is as unworthy 
and ungrateful as, in our opinion, it is imprudent 
and short-sighted, yet there is no cause for our 
educated officers to feel discouraged regarding the 
profession of arms. When we come to see the 
present epoch in the perspective of history, we 
shall discern that the late severe and almost savage 
legislative onslaught upon the Army is an effect of 
the natural reaction in popular military enthu- 
siasm, after the exhaustion of along war. The 
people—and, by consequence, those Congressmen, 
also, who conceive it to be the duty of « law- 
maker to make himself an accurate barometer of 
the popular temperament that rules each hour— 
are sick of military achievements, and, with cus- 
tomary carelessness, wreak their ennui on the 
standing Army—the more especially, as, like a 
police force, or militia, or any other custodians of 
law and order or guardians of national honor, the 
Army costs. 
But reactions are in turn succeeded by reactions ; 
and not improbably the next turn in popular sen- 
timent will be toward increasing the Army, in- 
stead of reducing it. The more probable will this 
result be, in case new foreign complications should 
come uponus. We cannot play the part of em- 
pire-founders, of continent-absorbers, without 
being prepared to keep upan Army more than 
25,000 to 30,000 strong. The sentiment of our 
people, tired of war though it may be, yet sects 
strongly toward the acquisition of territory. The 
timidest thinkers admit that it is but a question of 
time when Canada and Mexico and the “ Isles of 
the Sea” shall gravitate to the American Union. 
It is a sentiment irresistible and all-pervading, a 
national instinct or aspiration; it is not connected 
with politics but with patriotism; not with party 
but with country. Had General Grant’s opponent 
been chosen President, we believe that ‘no pent- 
up Utica” would have contracted his powers, 
while under President Grant it is not impossible 
that the “‘ whole boundless continent” may be 
ours. 

But we cannot dance without paying the fiddler. 
We cannot have 20,000 or 30,000 miles of sea-coast 
and gulf-coast, and leave it without garrisons; 
we cannot unite Esquimaux and Indian, Canadian, 
Chinese, Mexican, Spaniard and Dane, fusing these 
and all the other nationalities of the globe intothe 
crucible of our Republic, without being prepared 
to guard against an occasional detonation or ex- 
plosion.

“cedes Paraguay to the United States,” through 
General McMaHon. What we may be sure of js 
that he will never yield Paraguay to the Allies on 
such terms as they propose. 

For our own part, we believe the Allies will find 
it to be their best policy—wisest, most economical, 
and most productive—to give to Lopez honorable 
terms of surrender. The unconditional terms they 
offered at Angostura, he could not honorably 
accept; and the ease with which he cut through 
the lines that environed him, and made his escape, 
is the best proof that he was not forced to accept 
such terms. 

The situation now seems to be this: Lopez is at 
the head of about 5,000 men—poorly armed, 
mounted, and equipped, it is true, but invincible 
in spirit. Where there is a will there is a way, 
His artillery he lost in his last battle; but it was 
short work to dismount the armaments of his lit. 
tle fleet, and convey them to the land forces. His 
cavalry were cut up, but there are still horses 
grown and growing in Paraguay. In fine, Lopez 
is determined to rule the Republic, or ruin it, and 
his people support him as not even the French sup- 
ported Napoleon.

Tue new Government proposes to decrease the 
British Army by about ten thousand men. The 
whole number asked for (including a small extra 
allowance of native Indian troops serving in China 
aad the Straits’ settlefhents) is 126,409 against 136,- 
650 last year. In the Royal Horse Artillery there | 
is to bea decrease of 173 menin the number of | 
artificers and drivers. In the Household Cavalry 
the only decrease contemplated is that prodnced 
by a reduction of four cornets in each regiment. 
In the Cavalry of the Line there is to be a decrease 
of 624 men, consequent on the squadron organiza- 
tion, which reduces four cornets in each of seven- 
teen regiments; while eight men per squadron, 
and thirteen non-commissioned officers in all, make 
up the bulk of the reduction. In the Royal Ar- 
tillery the decrease is 1,271. In the Royal Engi- 
neers the engineer train has been reduced by forty- 
nine men. The Infantry of the Line sustains the 
bulk of the proposed decrease, accounting for no 
less than 7,534 men. All the battalions at home 
and abroad will be reduced, except those in Cey- 
lon, Mauritius, Straits’ settlements, China, and 
Australia, which will be strengthened in numbers. 
A reduction of thirty infantry captains, thirty 
lieutenants, and ninety ensigns, produce the total 
of 150 commissioned officers, which, added to 204 
non-commissioned officers, fifty corporals, and 
7,130 privates, make up the total. 

The total amount of money asked for, is £14,- 
230,400 against £15,455,400, showing a net decrease 
of £1,225,000. 


Tue Paris correspondent of the London Army 
and Navy Gazette writes that inventors of form- 
idable weapons still continue to alarm the public 
and bore the authorities. The last gentleman 
whose name appears in the papers, in the shape of 
a modern Thalaba or destroyer, is a Prussian artil- 
lery captain, called ScHULTzZE, whose secret, re- 
fused in Paris, has been conveyed to Bucharest. A 
man of the name of Nuyorer presents the world 
with his fulminating liquid rifle, which can be 
fired four-and-twenty times in a minute, and this 
weapon is reported to be making headway with 
the Prussian military authorities. The cartridges 
devour their own gas. As far as France is con- 
cerned, the Patrie reminds its readers that the 
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gentleman in India. The inventor is an old official 
of Government, and is possessed of considerable 
scientific attainments, and has had great experi- 
ence in the art of gunnery and fortification in 
general, and has taken an active part in many 
hard-fought fields and in one of the greatest 
sieges on record. The invention, which is on 
behalf of government, will effect a saving of some 
millions annually.” : 

If the Ordnance Committee referred to should 
conclude to act upon this hint, and the invention 
should not answer expectation, we will, on prop- 
er application, furnish them with the names 
of several other gentlemen ‘ possessed of consid- 
erable scientific attainments,’ who have inventions 
which will, as they assure us, effect a saving of 
‘some millions annually” in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. By the adoption of a sufficient number 
they can, without doubt, save the entire expense 
of their ordnance service. 


THE most important Military legislation of the week 
is the passage hy the House of a bill to abolish the office 
of Caief of Staff to the General of the Army; and a bill 
providing that no retired officer of the Army shall here- 
after be assigned to duty of any kind, or be entitled to 
receive more than the pay and allowances provided for 
by law for retired officers of his grade, and that all such 
assignments {heretofore made shall terminate within 
thirty days of the passage of the act. Both these bills 
had the support of General Sherman. The bill in rela. 
tion to retired officers, when subsequently introduced 
into the Senate by Mr. WILSON, was provided with an 
amendment, the character of which the telegraphic re- 
port does not give us, and we are not yet in receipt of 
the text of the amended bill. 

Mr. LocGaAn, also from the same Committee, reported a 
joint resolution, providing that the vacancies existing in 
the Adjutant-General’s Department at the time of the 
passage of the last Army Appropriation bill shall be ex- 
empted from the provisions of that act in relation to the 
grades of officers. After discussion between Messrs. 
LOGAN and GARFIELD, the resolution was passed. 

An attempt was made in the Senateto get an im- 
mediate consideration of the bill in relation to judge. 
advocates of the Army, which passed the House last 
week, but Mr. GriImMEs moved and carried an indefinite 
postponement, because it proposed too large a number 
of judge-advocates. 

The Senate bill for the re-organization of the Navy, 
providing for a Board of Survey, etc., on coming up in 
the House was referred to the Naval Committee before 
which Secretary BoRIE and Admiral PorTER appeared» 
urging a favorable report upon it and its immediate pas” 
sage ; but after consideration, the Committee were of the 
opinion that there was not sufficient time during the 
present session to give the bill that consideration which 
its importance demands, and it was therefore agreed to 
postpone the matter till the December session. 

After a good deal of debate the House passed the 
Indian Appropriation bill. The bill is in precise- 
ly the same shape as when it passed the House 
before, Mr. Dawes having successfully resisted all at_ 
tempts at amending it. The amount appropriated 
is $2,418,000. It now goes to the Senate just as it went

In the Senate Mr. W1Lson introduced a joint resolu- 
tion, which was referred, authorizing the President to 
place the name of Brevet Major-General S. P. HEINTZEL- 
MAN on the retired list of the Army with the full rank of 
the command held by him when wounded, in accordance 
with sections 16 and 17 of the act of August, 1861, and 
section 32 of the act of July 28, 1866. The same gentle. 
man offered a joint resolution to continue the pay of en- 
listed men in the Army at the present rate of $16 a 
month, until the 30th of June, 1871. The bill continuing 
the educational and collection departments of the Freed- 
men’s Bureau until January 1, 1870, passed the Senate, 
Bills were introduced providing for the construction of a 
military wagon-road through the Territories of Dakoto, 
Montana, and Washington ; and for the construction of a 
military and postal road from Galveston, Texas, to Fort 
Gibson, in the Indian Territory, with a branch to Little 
Rock, Ark. 

In the House Mr. PAINE introduced a bill to enforce 
the third section%of the Fourteenth Article of the Amend. 
ment to the Constitution. It provides that every per- 
son who is ineligible for office under that section and 
who holds or attempts to hold office in any State or Ter- 
ritory, and every civil or military officer who has au- 
thority to remove such person, and does not do it, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a fine 
of not lees than $500 cr more than $5,000, and imprison. 
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ment not more than five years or less than sixty days. 
Mr. Jupp, from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, re. 
ported a resolution instructing that committee to inquire 
into all the circumstances relating to the alleged im - 
prisonment of Messrs. BLiss and MASTERMAN in Para- 
guay, and into the conduct of the late American minis- 
ter in Paraguay, and of the officers commanding the 
South Atlantic Squadron, with power to send for persons 
and papers, and to report at any time. Bills were intro- 
duced with reference to claims of contractors for ma- 
chinery for steam war vessels; and with reference to 
charges of desertion in cases of soldiers honorably dis- 
charged. 

The Military Committee of the House are maturing 
a bill for reducing the expenses of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, and reducing the number of officers in that 
department, and otherwise decreasing Army expenses. 





THE Board for the inspection of our Navy vessels’ 
machinery, equipment, etc., have an important task be- 
borethem. Now that there is at last an opportunity for 
a full and fair investigation, with no high officials to 
stand in awe of, we have reason to expect a valuable and 
trustworthy report. Let the Board not only ferret out 
abuses and expose errors and blunders, but let them also 
make suggestions for improvement and correction, What 
shall be done with the fleet of iron-clads laid up at 
League Island and rusting away? How shall the fol- 
lies and extravagances of the last administration be reme- 
died? The Navy engineering has brought the whole 
service into disrepute with Congress and the people. It 
is evident, however, that the country will soon begin to 
appreciate more than it does now the necessity for main- 
taining a Navy in size more nearly proportionate to our 
commercial marine, than that small force to which we 
are at present reduced. If practical and practicable 
plans shall be presented, as we have no doubt they now 
will be, confidence will be restored, and the Navy re- 
sume the place it has always held in the affections and 
interest of the country. 








THE Baltimore Sun of the 22d, announces the death 
in that city,on Saturday the 20th, of Commander Henry 
Rolando of the retired list of the U.S. Navy. On Wed- 
nesday the 17th, while at tea, he complained of @ pain in 
in his left side, and in a short time paralysis so overpow- 
ered him that he had to be carried to his chamber. He 
continued to grow worse until Saturday morning, when 
death relieved him of his sufferings. The deceased was 
49 years of age, and entered the naval service of the 
United States from Charleston, 8. C., in 1836, and served 
in that service for twenty years and four months. He 
served with great credit throughout the Mexican war. 
In 1853 or ’54, he participated in the famous Behring 
Straits expedition, under Admiral Ringgold, and was 
transferred from the Vincennes to the Porpoise. It will 
be remembered that it was Commander Rolando who so 
successfully exterminated the dreadful Chinese pirates 
jn Chinese waters, and came near losing his life in that 
celebrated engagement. With a boat’screw he boarded 
a junk, driving the pirates into the sea at the point of 
the cutlass, and by the explosion of the vessel was 
blown into the water, and came near being drowned. 
On one occasion he rescued the entire crew of a Spanish 
merchantman, and for his heroism on this occasion, 
Queen Isabella, of Spain, knighted him “ Cavalier of St. 
Charles III.” At the commencement of the civil war he 
was in command of the Philadelphia Navy-yard, and su- 
perintended the fitting out of the celebrated Jron- 
sides. He was afterward transferred to the Keystone 
State, and participated in the bombardment of Fort 
Fisher. After this he came home to Baltimore and 
was placed in command of the Florida and proceeded to 
the West Indies, where he was stricken down with the 
fever peculiar to that climate. In 1867 he returned 
home greatly shattered in health and was placed on the 
retired list, and since that time his health began failing 
him. His funeral took place on the 21st, and was large- 
ly attended—the body being deposited in Greenmount 
Cemetery. 


GENERAL McMahon, the United States Minister, is 
still following the fortunes of Lopez. The books and 
papers of the United States Legation, left under lock 
and official seal by ex-Minister Washburne, have been 
found at Asuncion scattered to the four winds, and some 
of them have found their way down to Buenos Ayres to 
the hands of the Minister to the Argentine Republic, 
General Worthington’ He has protested against the 
outrage.

COAST DEFENCES. 


AT the Royal Institution, London, Colonel Jervois de- 
livered an interesting lecture upon coast defences, re- 
viewing the gradual progress that has been made in the 
preparations to resist invasion from the early ages until 
now. In 1296, the French took and partly burnt Dover. 
In 1339, Portsmouth wassacked. In 1340, our neighbors 
ravaged all the southern coasts ot England, burnt Ply- 
mouth and Southampton, and destroyed several ships at 
Hastings. Again, in 1377, the French attacked Byeand 
the Isle of Wight, and made great havoc at Hastings, 
Portsmouth, Dartmouth, and Plymouth. ‘Three years 
later they pillaged Winchelsea and several other towns, 
In 1405, a large French force landed at Milford Haven, 
plundered Carmarthen and other towns, and regained 
— ships before Henry 1V. could reach them with his 

evies. 

Henry VIII. atoned for the suppression of religious 
houses by erecting fortifications upon the coast without 
outlay to the nation. Portsmouth was fortified, and a 
feeble advancement made in the construction of the 
heavy guns of the period. But Edward VI. and Mary 
neglected coast defence to such an extent that Elizabeth, 
when engaged in an important war, found that her 
naval force in commission consisted of seven coast- 
guard vessels, the largest only of 120 tons, and eight 
small merchant ships altered for fighting. The troops 
garrisoning Portsmouth, in daily expectation of a visit 
trom the French, were demoralized, and the Spanish 
Armada was almost in sight before the forts of Tilbury 
and Gravesend hada platform strong enough to train a 
saker or culverin upon. The country was now thorough. 
ly aroused to the necessity of preparing for serious de- 
fence, and permanent fortifications were built at Milford 
Haven, minor works at Eastbourne, Hastings, etc., and 
for the defence of the Medway. Again, in 1666, Eng- 
land was at war with France, Denmark, and Holland, 
and found herself without a fleet, except on paper. Her 
enemies had full command of the sea. The House of 
Commons hurriedly voted money for fortifying Ports- 
mouth, Gosport, the Isle of Wight, Plymouth, Dover, 
Weymouth, Dartmouth, and the Scilly Isles. Sheerness 
was fortified also, yet not so quickly but that the Dutch 
fleet, under Admiral Ruyter, captured the guns sent 
there, and proceeded up the Medway to Chatham. 
Gravesend, Tilbury, and Woolwich were strengthened 
at this time; the Castles of Deal and Walmer were pro- 
tected by coverings of turf, and the Thames works im- 
proved. Harwich was supplied with forts, which re- 
pulsed an attack of the Dutch fleet a little later, and the 
whole of the eastern and northern seaboard was put in 

to a condition for defence. In the reign of Queen Anne, 
France, backed by the Pope, proposed to invade Eng- 
land, and land for the erection of forts was pur¢hased at 
Portsmouth for the Portsea lines, as well as at Harwich 
and Chatham. Little, however, was done at the time, 
but in the reigns of George I. and George II. the lines 
at Chatham and Devonport were built, Portsmouth 
strengthened, and various other parts of the south coast 
further protected. The Government of George III. built 
the Portsea lines, reconstructed Fort Cumberland, threw 
up the old Hilsea lines, erected Fort Monckton, and 
some batteries to defend Stokes’s Bay. About this time, 
the Sheerness lines were constructed and Dover 
strengthened. Small earthworks sprang up round the 
coasts, ground was bought at Plymouth and redoubts 
made onthe Maker Heights. Pitt would have hada 
citadel there, but was defeated in Parliament by a cast- 
ing vote from the Speaker. Then came a long period 
when Englishmen believed that the military art was 
obsolete, till the Crimean war showed how impossible it 
is to conduct a campaign properly unless preparations 
have been made for it in time of peace. 

So early as the seventeenth century the English tried 
floating and submerged charges of powder, both for of- 
fence and defence, but the Russians in 1855 were the first 
to apply explosive machines of this kind with any ap- 
proach to success. ‘hey also first tried electricity as a 
means of exploding such charges. During the American 
war the Confederates destroyed twenty-four Federal 
ships and injured nine others by submarine mines. The 
Austrians used them in 1866, and the lecturer asserted

put in preparation for action from the shore. But tor. 
pedoes cannot be laid down in bad weather. They may 
be disturbed by storms, or removed by an enemy at the 
sacrifice of a few boats; and though ships may not bj. 
able to pass through them into harbor, the guns of the 
fleet may yet reach and set fire to dock yards. It may 
be said,and is said by some persons, that floating bat. 
teries would be better than forts; but they would haye 
to be made in great numbers for the purpose if up. 
supported by forts, they would require a large num. 
ber of seamen to man them, and the expense of their re. 
pairs and renewal would be enormous. Permanent 
works are, therefore, more economical, as well as more 
efficient. But there must also be asmall number of 
floating batteries. The lecturer combated the prevalent 
idea that invasion is impossible because it is ditficult, 

In constructing coast batteries two main points must 
be attended to—cover for men and guns ; development of 
rapidity of fire and lateral range. The simplest way to 
riount guns and give them a large range is en bar. 
bette, but then the men are much exposed in loading 
unless the battery is on a height. Formerly, the site 
of the battery was low, embrasures had to be cut 
through the parapet, and in some cases the guns pro. 
tected by iron shields. Thus the range was restrict- 
ed; an advantage on one side was only gained by 
admitting a corresponding disadvantage on the other, 
till Captain Moncriff’s “ protected barbette system” 
was designed. Another mode of getting lateral range 
is by means of turrets, but the lecturer calculated 
that one turret of two guns—the cheapest method of 
putting this system into a practical shape—would cost 
about 20,0002. to 25,0007. for the protection of the two 
pieces. ‘There are certain situations where turrets must 
be used, but these will be made as few as possible, 
Comparing the cost of the Moncrieff system with the 
embrasure and iron shield system, it appears that the 
former will show a saving of about 350/. to 550/. per 
gun, and besides reduce very considerably the number 
of guns necessary to keep up the same amount of fire on 
particular spots. 

To answer certain objections to the expenditure of 
money on fortifications, the lecturer said that the money 
was not wasted, but tended toward the peace, and, 
therefore, prosperity of England. It is not true that 
the works of one age are of no value inthenext. All 
experience shows the contrary. They may have to be 
improved, but that is all. Weare now turning to ac. 
count works built by Henry VIII., Charles II., and the 
Georges. By the aid of fortifications the Empire could 
be defended with fewer troops andasmaller navy than 
would otherwise be possible. ‘This causes an economy 
which is not to be forgotten. Fortificationsdo not lock 
up troops. On the contrary, they set them free. For 
the same reason they set ships also free. “Lastly they 
say ‘an enemy won’t go near these fortifications.’ ” 
“ My reply is, that is the very object for which they are 
provided.” “The navy and the army are the vital prin- 
ciple of defence, and fortified arsenals and harbors are 
the centres of refuge and action for both.” “Take away 
fortifications, and you are unable to turn your auxiliery 
forces to proper account ; you have an army utterly in- 
suflicient for the duties it has to perform ; a navy scat- 
tered, unsupported, and with no protected home.”

GUNNERY EXPERIMENTS AT BERLIN. 
KRUPP. AGAINST ARMSTRONG. 





WE have received from Fried. Krupp, Essen, Prussia, 
a full acccunt of the comparative gunnery experiments 
with heavy muzzle and breech-ioaders, at Berlin, of 
which we gave a brief report immediately after the trial. 
At this trial, England, which for some years past, has 
discarded the breech-loading system formerly cultivated, 
and has now adopted the muzzle-loading system, com- 
peted at Berlin with an Armstrong 9-inch muzzle-loader 
with Palliser shells. The breech-loading system was 
represented by a 9-inch gun of cast steel, consisting of a 
central tube and two series (layers) of rings over it, 
made by Fried. Krupp, of Essen, Rhenish Prussia. The 
gun had the Krupp’s round wedge breech-piece, the 
rifling was similar to that of other calibres. 

The armored target consisted of three iron plates 
fixed one over the other, of which thetwo top ones were 
eight inches (English) (m.0.203) the lower one nine inches 
(English) (m.0.229) thick ; behind was a wood backing 
and double iron skin of the same construction as in the 
“ Bellerophon” model constructed 1863. The Armstrong 
gun was 228.6 millim. in calibre and weighed 13,000 kilo., 
firing a shot of 114 kilo. with a charge of 19.5 kilo. of 
large-grain rifle powder. Krupp’s gun was of 2385.4 
millim. calibre, weighed 14,700 kilo. and fired a shot of 
154 kilo., with a charge of twenty-one kilo. Prussian 
service powder. The total momentum of the Armstrong 
shot was 877.0 and the Krupp 945.6; per centimeter of 
the circumference of the shot, for the Armstrong 12.35, 
Krupp 13.13 ; per kilogram of powder, Armstrong 44.97, 
Krupp 45.03. From these figures it appears : 

1. That the momenta of the shots about correspond 
with the calibres ; fur as the two calibres are mm.228.6 
and mm.235.4 the momenta (as well as the charges of 
powder and weight of shot) should be in the proportion 
of 1: G- 1: 1.092 ; which is pretty nearly the case. 
2. The table shows further that the breech-loading 
shot possessed a greater momentum pef unit of the cir- 
cumference of the shot than the muzzle-loading shot. 
Accorditig to the English trials, it was therefore to be 
expected that the breech-loader would at least doas 
much as the muzzle-loader, 

3. The table exhibits further the noteworthy fact that 
the effect per kilogram of powder was pretty nearly the 
same in both guns, notwithstanding the bore of the 
breech-loader was three calibres longer, and less gases 
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This observation must necessarily lead to the convic- 
tion that the Prussian service powder, with a medium- 
sized grain of one millimeter is no longer suitable for a 
9-inch calibre. 

This disproportion appeared still more strongly in 
charges of 22.5and 25 kilograms, the initial velocity 
increasing only inconsiderably, the irregularity on 
the other hand being considerable. On using the 
same powder by way of trial in the muzzle-loader, the 
effect was likewise very unsatisfactory. 

On the first trial, on the 3d of June, 1868, at a distance 
of 470 metres, against the 8-inch armor plates, the Arm- 
strong gun drovea Palliser shell through the target, 
and the Krupp, with a Gruson’s chilled solid shot, pene- 
trated 0.229 metres. 

Notwithstanding that the 96-pounder was fired with 22.5 
kilograms of powder, and the momentum of its shot 
was, therefore, as might be foreseen, somewhat greater 
than is stated above, the muzzle-loader produced incon- 
testably a greater effect. As already explained, the rea- 
son for this could not lie in the gun, and had conse- 
quently to be looked for in the shot alone, where it was 
not dificult todiscover. ‘The breech-loading shots were, 
with the exception of a slightly improved head, of the 
same construction as for firing at earthworks. ‘Thus the 
lead coating was 19 per cent. of the weight of the shot, 
which was 153 kilograms. 

Now, it was a fact that with the low velocities hither- 
to attained, this coating flew off wholly or partially, as 
soon as the shot struck a plated target of sufficient re- 
sistance, suchas the 8 and 9-inch. At thismoment con- 
sequently 19 per cent. of the vis viva of the shot was al- 
most entirely lost. Moreover, the Palliser shot is smooth 
except the studs ; the breech-loading shot, for the lead 
coating cannot be reckoned at al), has seven rings, which 
one after the other are forced with great friction along 
the sides of the opening made by the head of the shot. 
The irregular form of the hole clearly indicated this evil. 
Further, the diameter of the bottom ring in the breech- 
loading shot, is greater than the diameter of the lower 
part of the head. The bottom ring must, therefore, en- 
large the hole made by the head of the shot, or it will be 
forced off. Both of these require considerabie mechani- 
cal labor, which is so much loss to the vis viva of the 
shot. It is, therefore, clear, that the defects, based on 
the construction of the breech-loading shot, are capable 
of consuming a considerable portion of the vis viva of 
the shot, so that the muzzle-loader shot, in spite 
of less momentum, was able to produce a greater 
effect. As the result of this experience, previous 
to the second trial, on 2d of July, 1868, in accord- 
ance with the proposals of Krupp’s manufactory, car- 
tridges of 21, 22.5, and 24 kilograms prismatic powder, 
and shot of the new lead-coated construction, had been 
made for the breech-loader. ‘The velocities obtained at 
48 metres with these cartridges, were respectively 364, 
379, 392.5, and 416.4 metres per second, as compared with 
388.5 metres per second for the Armstrong ; 14.44, 15.66, 
16.78, and 16.26 metres per centimetre of circumference 
of shot to 12.35 for the Armstrong ; and 49.52, 50.1, 50.3 
and 48.79 metres per kilogram of powder to 44.97 for the 
Armstrong. These figures show : 1. That already, with a 
charge of 21 kilograms, which about corresponds with 
the charge of the muzzle-loader, the breech-loader is the 
superior in momentum per centimetre of the circumfe- 
rence, and of course this superiority becomes considera- 
ble with heavier charges. 

2. The effect per kilogram of powder is considerable 
greater with the breech-loader than in the muzzle- 
loader. 

On the 7th of July, the competitive trial against ar- 
mor-plates was resumed. The first was shot from Krupp’s 
gun with a Gruson chilled shell, weighing 149 kilo., fired 
with 24 kilo., of prismatic powder with channels. The 
distance 470 m.; velocity at 48 metres, 392.2 metres per 
second. ‘he shot struck the upper 8-inch plate be- 
tween two bolts and struts, passed through the plate, the 
wood backing, and the inner skin, breaking in a slant- 
ing direction into two pieces, which were found 218 and 
374 metres respectively behind the target. The two 
bolts, near the point struck, were knocked loose, and a 
strut near the place struck was bent and broken in. 

The second shot was with Gruson’s chilled shell with 
lead coating of special construction. ‘The lead cvating 
had already come off the shot in the gun, and the flight 
of the shot was, of course, rendered very irregular. The 
shot reached the 9-inch plate after several ricochets, 
and made a slight indentation. 

The third shot was with the same shell. The head of 
the projectile struck just on the joint between the bottom 
9-inch and the middle 8-inch plate, went through them, 
the wood backing, and partly though the inner skin as 
well, the shot breaking up, the head going on through 
the inner skin, and the other pieces being hurled out 
backward ; three through bolts of the 8-inch plate, and 
one bolt of the 9-inch plate were smashed up and driven 
out. 

The fourth shot was with Krupp’s steel shell with the 
lead coating. 
within two inches of the middle of a strut, on a place 
which was besides considerably strengthened by the beam 
running through behind the target, passed through the 
plate, penetrated 0.15 metres into the wood backing, and 
stuck fast. The shell, loosened by the two next shots, 
fell out afterward ; it was in good condition, some slight 
damages excepted, and had flattened eight per cent. 
(The thickness of the shell was only m.0.043.) The plate 
round about the hole was bent iu and out. 

The fifth shot was from the Armstrong with a Palliser 
shell made by Gruson, weighing 110.25 kilo. The head | 
of the shot struck the 9-inch plate on the head of a} 
through bolt, went through the plate, penetrated m.0.059 
into the wood backing, and stuck fust; the base of the 
shot, projecting behind out of the plate, flew cif.

The 8-inch plating was penetrated by every shot of 
the breech-loader, which did not make any irregularity 
in flight in consequence of defective construction of the 
lead coating. The shot of the breech-loader struck on 
a spot on the 9-inch armor-plate, which was so strength- 
ened by timbers and supports behind it, that, according 
to the statement of the shipbuilder present, it would 
be considered in England equal toa 10-inch plate. The 
cast-steel shell remained in the plate, but would have 
produced a very considerable effect had it been charged. 
The muzzle-loading shots did not attain the depth of 
penetration of the breech-loading shots, although they 
hit on more favorable places. Further trials against the 
9-inch armor-plate will shortly be made. 

The 11th and 18th of July, 1868, were set apart for 
measuring again the initial velocity. For the muzzle- 
loader an increased initial velocity was obtained, as com- 
pared with previous measurements, without however its 
attaining the action of the breech-loader, even with 


PETROLEUM AS FUEL. 

M. H. SarntTE-CLAIRE Deville has continued at the 
Academy of Sciences the description of his researches on 
petroleum, undertaken at the Emperor’s expense. His 
experiments show that the heavier and more viscous 
mineral oils are the fitter they are for fuel. Their use in 
brick furnaces, he observes, is a problem already solved, 
the method consisting in letting out the oil from a reser- 
voir through a stop-cock on a brick floor, placed behind 
a clay screen pierced with holes for the admission of the 
air intended for combustion. For this clay screen M. 
Sainte-Claire Deville substitutes a thick cast iron one. 
An apparatus of the kind described was placed on 
board of the imperial yacht, Puebla, and was found to 
answer the purpose perfectly, being employed on a boiler 
producing steam enough for a 60-horse power engine. 
About May, 1868, M. Sainte-Claire Deville obtained per- 
mission to try his furnaceon an engine on the Strasbourg 
Railway, where it was important to reduce as much as 
possible the bulk of the apparatus, and to suppress 
brickwork, since the constant shaking of the engine 
would be apt to get it out of order. Another difficulty 
was the quantity of oil, enormous in regard to the small 
surface at disposal, to be consumed in order to produce 
steam to the amount of 300-horse power. ‘These difficul- 
ties were overcome by substituting cast iron for brick, 
and by artificially increasing the surface of evaporation, 
without enlarging the dimensions of the fire-place. 
Hence the apparatus intended for a locomotive simply 
consists in a fire-place so arranged as to present the 
largest possible surfacé to the action of heat. The sole 
of the furnace may be of copper, attached to the boiler, 
and inwardly kept moist with water. The grating is 
provided with a series of holes, through which the oil 
flows. This fuel gives no smoke, and does not let fly 
any sparks; the consumption of oil, at the rate of sixty 
kilometres per hour, was at the rate of 4.00 kilogrames 
per kilometre. 


NAPOLEON’S CAMPAIGN OF 1818. 


THE twenty-sixth volume of Napoleon’s correspond- 
ence contains many interesting letters referring to the 
campaign of 1813, when the allies were pushing the 
Emperor hard; he beat them at Dresden, but Oudinot, 
Ney, Vandamme, and M’Donald all suffered heavy re- 
verses, and he himself was defeated at Leipsic. From 
his Majesty’s report of the battle the French of that 
day must have thought the disaster very insignificant. 
His official bulletin shows that he was on foot at three 
A. M. directing operations ; at ten o’clock the battle com- 
menced, at three P. M. victory declared itself for the 
French, but at this moment the Saxon troops deserted. 
At five Pp. M. the Emperor brought up his artillery re- 
serves and drove the enemy back a league. ‘The battle- 
field remained in the hands of the French. Napoleon 
was giving orders for the next day when his generals of 
artillery reported that they had only 16,000 rounds re- 








maining. In five days the Army had fired 220,000 
rounds. The fruit of victory had to be renounced, and 


the Emperor was forced to fall back on Magdeburg and 
Erfurt for ammunition. Such was the gist of the bulle- 
tin. The Emperor also explained the blowing up of 
the bridge over the Elster; he had ordered the bridge to 
be mined, General Dulauloy had charged Colonel Mont- 
fort with that operation ; the Colonel, instead of remain- 
ing on the spot, left a corporal and four men to blow up 
the bridge on the appearance of the enemy. The cor- 
poral, hearing shots fired from the ramparts of the town, 
applied the match, and 12,000 men remained on the 
otlier side of the Elster. The Emperor does not explain 
how so curious a disaster could have happened to an 
army which had driven the enemy a league from the 
field of battle; however, he goes on to state that his 
victorious troops reached Erfurt just as if they had been 
beaten. 

Early in 1815 Napoleon was aware that things were 
almost hopeless in Spain, and in August he gave orders 
for a levy of men to protect the frontiers. Notwithstand- 
ing the bitter enmity which the Emperor bore the Eng- 
lish, he was well alive to the value of British troops, 
and showed it in the following note to his Minister of 
War, who was directed to— 

Blame the Duke of Dalmatia (Soult) for having consented to an 
exchange of which I disapprove; but write to him that he may ef- 
fect exchanges on these terms—two Spaniards and one Englishman 
against thice Frenchmen, etc., etc. 

In November the Emperor wrote from Mayence to Mar- 
slial Moncey : 

My Covsts: As you are well acquainted with the Spanish fron- 
tier. which is now the theatre of war, I beg you will go to the War 
Otlice and study the position in the largest map you can find. If 
neceseary, have a sketch made of it, and when you have perfectly 
mastered the situation, come and talk Over matters as to the orders 
beat to be given. NaPoLeon. 

In those days it was the custom of the French to form 
in three ranks. His Majesty, being in want of men, 
wrote thus to Berthier, his adjutant-general : 

My Covsis: Iseue an order that the Emperor, dating from to-day 





(13th October, 1813,) directs that the infantry shall form in two in- 
stead of three ranks, his Majesty considering the fire and the bayo- 
nets of the third rank as useless. ‘This formation will give the Lat- 
taiious an extended front, and will also have this advantage, that, on 
the eve of battle, the enemy, not being acquainted with the change 
will set down our forces at a third more than they ax” are. 
APOLEON. 

There was another reason for thischange. The num- 
ber of conscripts wounded in the hands had attracted the 
attention of Napoleon, and had thrown his Majesty, who 
believed the wounds self-inflicted, into a violent passion. 
Baron Larrey, the surgeon-in-chief of the Army, was 
directed to investigate the affair, and he reported that 
the wounds were accidental, caused mostly by the third 
rank firing while the men in front were loading, and 
had their hands raised to ram home the cartridge. On 
the 21st December the Eniperor directed his War Minister * 
to order General Grouchy to start immediately for Stras- 
bourg to assume the command-in-chief of the cavalry. 
The following note will not he read with unmingled 
pleasure by Germans; it is addressed to General 
Clarke : 


Recommend the Duke of Dalmatia not to overwork his horses, aa 
their loss is all the more inconvenient, as we are no longer in Germa« 
ny, where we might replacethem. Let him send the sick animals to 
the rear before they are too ill to be cured. 





NELSON’S SWORD. 


A QUESTION having been raised as to the authenticity 
of the most interesting of the relics of Lord Nelson, 
preserved at Greenwich Hospital, the following letter 
has appeared in the London Daily Telegraph : 

Srr: Since your article the other day on “ Relics of 
Nelson,” I have been flooded with leters and extracts of 
all kinds, most of them respecting the authenticity of 
the sword which is supposed to have been worn by his 
lordship at the battle of Trafalgar, and which Lord 
Saye and Sele presented to Greenwich Hospital in 1846, 
as mentioned in an article in the Times, November 6, 
1846. Sorry as I am to dispel a fond illusion and shatter 
a belief, I must do so by stating that Lord Nelson wore 
no sword at the battle of Tratalgar. I have in my pos- 
session the minutest details of the eutire day of the bat- 
tle, written by Sir William Beatty, who mentions it as a 
singular circumstance that this, his last, was the only 
battle in which Lord Nelson wore nosword. He dressed 
early in the morning, and his steward, Mr. Chevallier, 
brought his sword from the shelf where it was kept, and 
laid it on the table, but his lordship went on deck with- 
out it ; and this was not remarked until later in the day, 
when some carpenters were sent to take down the por- 
trait of Lady Hamilton, and remove other cabinet orna- 
ments before coming into action. But as Lord Nelson 
had himself been just previously in the cabin, and writ- 
ten there his last prayers, (to God for victory, and to Eng- 
land for generosity to one whom he loved not wisely 
but too well), and not taken the sword, it was left where 
it was, and he wore no sword at the battle of Trafalgar.

THE Vienna correspondent of the London Post, under 
date of February 22d, gives the;following facts in regard 
to the loss of the Austrian frigate Radetzky: The first 
news of this catastrophe was received here by the naval 
section of the War Ministry by a telegram from the 
commander of the Island and Fortress of Lissa, in which 
it was stated that the optic telegraph stationed at Fort 
Wellington had signalled the information that, at a dis- 
tance of about ten miles to the north-east ef the island, 
an Austrian frigate was blown up. The commander of 
the island instantly telegraphed to the vessels stationed 
at Trieste and Zara, and to the commander of the squad- 
ren at Gravosa, to proceed at once to the scene of the 
accident; and the iron-clad frigate Ferdinand Maz, as 
well as the gunboat Hum and the steamer Andreas 
Hofer, were immediately dispatched to Lissa with orders 
to render any assistance that was necessary and possible 
under the circumstances. A deputation of the corpora- 
tion of Lissa also set out to the place where the accident 
had occurred, and on their return yesterday they tele- 
graphed that of the whole crew and marines on board, 
numbering in all three hundred and sixty-four men, be- 
sides the captain, only twenty-three had been able to save 
themselves by swimming. The Radetzky was under 
sail, on a cruise for gun practice, and had no steam up, 
so that the accident could not have been caused by the 
explosion of the boiler or a cylinder. According to the 
meagre authentic reports which have reached the War 
Office and the newspapers, wet cartridges were being 
dried in the powder-room. The ammunition had been 
unpacked, and quantities of powder were iying about on 
the floor, and the workmen were consequently com- 
manded to enter the room only in felt slippers. They, 
however, came in with their boots on, without putting 
felt slippers over them. ‘The powder coming in contact 
with the hard soles of the boots, ignited from the friction 
caused thereby, and a terrific explosion sent vessel and 
three hundred and forty men to destruction. A telegram 
from the commander of Lissa to the naval section of the 
War Office, dated yesterday evening, gives the following 
additional details: The explosion took place in the pew- 
der-room abaft while the metal was being cleaned. 
Cadet Barth was near the foremast when the explosion 
took place, by which he was hurled into the sea. Quar- 
termaster Kraus reported that he was in the corridor 
superintending the process of cleaning. After ten o’clock 
he laid himself down in the corridor near the foremast. 
He was roused from his sleep by a violent shock and the 
cry of “Fire!” He rushed to the hatchway, but the 
steps were blown away, and he had to creep into the 
battery, when he saw the destruction of the hind part of 
the ship, which wason the point of sinking. The water 
was rushing in from all sides, and he had just time to 
throw himself into the sea through the port-bole. Kraus 
is of the opinion that Quartermaster Dogek, by incau- 
tiously striking a light, had caused the explosion in the 
powder-room, where the ammunition had been unpacked 
and cartridges spread out to dry. :

Tue theatrical mind and theatrical tastes are necessarily contin- 
ually changing. It is much easier for the proprietor of a first-class 
restaurant to cater to the palate of the most fastidious epicure, with 
proilt to his treasury, than it is for a theatrical manager to cater for 
the ever-changing taste of the theatrical public, with the 
occasional chance of making a success with sufficient remuneration 
to repay his immense outlay and previous losses. 

Instances of pecuniary success of managers are few, of their im- 
pecuniosity many ; but still there is an ardent desire on the part of 
many to tempt the same fate, trusting that they may be an excep- 
tion to the general rule and become theatrical millionnaires. 

But a few years ago sterling plays, both comedy, drama, and trag- 
edy, were the rage, and Burton, who for many years had been striv- 
ing to keep his head above water, by a fortunate hit in the line of 
old English comedy, backed, it is true, by a most excellent company, 
soon amassed tl fortune he had been so long looking for. Another 
instance, that of the Veteran Wallack, who, by most judicious man- 
agement, a good company and sterling plays, also achieved a suc- 
cess, and founded the institution bearing his name, which, by a con- 
tinuation of the managerial plans adopted by the Veteran, has 
proved a permanent senccees. Then came the rage for spectacular 
drama, evinced by the “ Black Crook,” “ White Fawn,” and kin- 
dred pieces, which fora time met with immense success. Then 
came “ Opera Bouffe,” and now a revival of burlesque, Formerly 
we would have had nights of each alternating with the other, but now 
no sooner does one theatre make a decided success or hit in any one 
line, than immediately several other institutions follow suit, until 
the subject gets (to use a common but expressive phrase) quite 
played out. ‘This is the season of burlesque, ludicrous representa. 
tions, which, like the season of Lent, is nearly over, a reaction hav- 
ing already commenced by the opening of the legitimate at Booth’s, 
and the immense preparations of the grand opera house for the pro- 
duction of the “ Tempest ;” while Wallack’s pursues the even tenor 

of its way with first-class comedies, both new and old. 

The burlesque season may be said to have commenced with the 
introduction by the Worrell Sisters at the New York Theatre, of 
burlesques upon Offenbach’s opera bouffes ; then came the Blonde 
* Ixion” troupe at Wood’s Museum, then as the disease spread, the 
contagion reached Niblo’s ‘‘ Forty Thieves,” Holt’s “ Lucretia Bor- 
gia,” Lingard’s “Pluto” and even Fox’s “Humpty Dumpty,” which, 
though classed as a pantomimic performance, is a burlesque in the 
broadest point of view, and a capital one at that ; while last, though 
not least comes the best of them all, Brougham’s “ Shylock.” 

Burlesque plays and burlesque performers have sadly degenerated 
from those of a few years ago, when the “Old Park” was in its zenith 
of glory and brought out the“ Forty Thieves” with the charming 
Mrs. Hunt as leader, or even when the Chatham did the same with 
Mrs. Mestayer, now Mrs. Barney Williams, and that eccentric com- 
median, Charley Burke, in the principal parts. We may, as our 
Corkonian neighbor Dan Bryant says, be prejudiced, but still we 
think that the burlesques of those days, both in point of writing and 
acting, generally far exceeded anything produced during the late 
revival. And then of actors and actresses where do we find names 
that can rival those of William Mitchell, Charles Burke, Mrs. John 
‘Wood, and the horts of others associated with them in the days 
gone by? 

There are several essentials necessary te constitute a good bure 
lesque actor which few now on the stage possess, or if they do pos- 
sess, take very good care the public should not become familiar with 
them. Among these are a thorough knowledge of passing events, 
with power to localize them at the most opportune moment, to 
catch the humor of the audience; a perfect command of features, 
with a knowledge when to laugh at the folly they have created and 
when not to, for who among theatre-goers of the past twenty years 
or so that does not remember the facial smile of either Burton or 
Blake that long before they opened their mouths to speak was wont 
to set the house upen a roar while they would gaze in utter aston- 
ishment. 

Burlesque actors shou'd also identify themselves with the parts 
they are trying to represent ; if a king, be every inch a king, and not 
the king’s fool, or if a queen, a queen. 

Probably the best representative character upon the burlesque 
stage of New York, in a numbcr of years, was that of Mark Smith ip 
“ Lady Audley’s Secret” and “Kenilworth;” while looking and 
acting the lady to perfection, without any the vulgarities so much in 
use, such as the swinging of the dress to expose a limb, there was 

inthe entire make up ridiculous in the ext , but dur- 

ing the entire performance he never forgot for a moment that he 

was the Lady Audley or the Queen. It is saidof Burton that in 

looking over the music score of a new burlesque he was about to 

in, he took the precaution to mark “ wait for the applause” 

tt such places where he thought the points came in, but on one 

the point did not take, while the Icader, true to the direc- 

tion “ waited,” at which Burton, vexed at the leader’s lack of brains, 

rushed up to the footlights with the salute of “ what are you waiting 

for, sir?’ ‘To which, pointing to the score, the leader replied, “ For 

the applause, sir,” to the immense delight of the audience. This 

was consid: such a 7 hit that it was i diatel bodied 
i. the piece, bringing night! 

Undoubtedly the best burlesque, in an artistic point of view, is 
Brougham‘s “ Shylock,” both as regards ite points and the acting, 
which, althoug’: it is Broughamese thoughout, is ex ly well 
done. There are a few other individual instances worthy of mep- 
tion, oneng whom are Mr. Lewis, the Lucretia of the Holt troupe, a 
very careful pains-taking artist, and who will rank with the] best we 
have in this country in{his delineation of burlesque female charac- 
ter ; also Beckett of the Thompson troupe, who in his line is difficult 
to excel; Biliy Florence, who, though now devoting his talents to 
the “ ‘Ticket of Leave” drama, is still a mort excellent burlesque 
actor ; Ben McGinley, of the Tammany, making up by his huge 
proportions and matronly behavior, whatever other requisites he 
may lack in an artistic point of view; Romeo Jaflier Jenkins Leffing- 
well, who has rendered the part of Cloriadain “Cinderella” quite 
fameus, while of the lady burlesquers Mrs. John Wood siands pre- 
eminent. Ofail the lady performers we have none who so well un- 
derstand and the requisites for a burlesque actress as 
Mre. Wood. Talented, well ted and{thoroughly posted upon 
all the topics of the day, political, tinancial and otherwise, whenever 
she appears upon the stage it is with the full knowledge of the 
poe of all the local hits, that insures their being not only ac- 
ceptable but appreciated by anaudience. These are the requisites 
that most all other lady artistes lack. Miss — Thompson no 
doubt vs beauty, vivacity, together with certain charms of 
person that caure her to be very attractive, but many of the best 
pointe of her dialogue are evidently lost by her not being familiar 
with the subject upon which they bear, in order to give the true 
ring and em to the a that the audience may eee it properly. 
The same may be said of Elise Holt, Miss Markham, and mapy 
more of the lesser lights.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 





RECRUITING vor tHE NarionaL GuaRD.—The question of re- 
cruiting the National Guard of New York has new become serious. 
In ordinary years, there is comparatively little difficulty in making 
good the vacancies resulting from casualty—from death, dismissal, 
discharge and expiration of term oi service. Some exertion by the 
appropriate committee or by individual members, the ordinary ma- 
chinery for keeping the company or regiment up to its habitual lev- 
el, supplying the outward flow of veterans by an inward flow of re- 
cruits, have generally sufliced; or, at most, some extra inducements 
of medal, promotion, or what not, for exertions in procuring new 
members, have supplemented sufficiently the usval means. 
But a peculiar epoch is now reached in the annals of our State 
Militia. In 1861, 1862 and 1863, our organizations were almost revo- 
lutionized, and that not only by legislative action but by internal 
changes. Many members joined the volunteer forces; many other 
young men enlisted in the militiain order to muke the campaign 
with them. These have, in great part, retained their membership 
thus far, and the expiration of the seven years’ of service of many of 
them is now at band, or has already parsed. 
Such, in brief, is the situation. For the past twelve months the 
depletions in the National Guard have been enormous, and the addi- 
tions have not made them good. This processis still going on. The 
recruits of 1861 have already, in great part, been discharged. The 
terms of those of 1862 expire this yesr; and so,in brief, we have 
come to a period when ordinary means of recruiting will not suffice 
for the purpose required. ‘This is especially true on account of the 
reaction in military spirit consequent upon a long war. While pa- 
triotic ardor ran high from 1861 to 1865, there was less trouble in in- 
ducing young men to discharge this obvious duty of the public-spir- 
ited citizen. But after a war inevitably succeeds an ebb in military 
enthusiasm—and the present is surely dead-low tide. 
Some help comes, it is true, from the State at large, in the legitla. 
tive reduction, by consolidation of regiments and otherwise, made in 
Albany last year, and more may be expected from the new proposi. 
tion to confine the National Guard to 25,000 members. 25,000 real, 
active, thoroughly-drilled troops, would avail more than 75,000 nom- 
inal troops, undisciplined, careless, and furnishing numbers without 
efficiency. But, after all, none of these reductions have materially 
affected the troopsin and around New York City—especially the 
First and Second Divisions. It is considered, with perfect justice, 
desirable that the bulk of the militia force of the State should be 
gathered in and about its cities. The country has less need of troops. 
It is in the city that they are most likely to he needed, for the pro- 
tection of property, the suppression of ricts, for escort and parade 
The city, too, is best able to furnish means of drill and discipline, 
and to provide suitable armories. In the city the dense population, 
the close neighborhood of members’ residences to each other and to 
their armory, allows easy and frequent gathering for parades and 
drills, and, in fine, such are the present means of railroad and tele- 
graphic inter ication that, should any trouble occur in the 
interior of the State, a city militia company, or regiment, or brigade, 
could be tenfold more quickly gathered and debouched at the point 
of danger, though a hundred miles distant, than a similar organiza- 
tion could be summoned from the vicinity. 
And 80, in flne—for we have but hastily touched on several points 
of thought—it turns out that whatever may be done with the Na- 
tional Guard of the State, the city organizations are expected to be 
as numerous and eflicientas ever. The cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, and the small ones adjoining, are growing at a prodigious 
rate. It is a great and crave responsibility that is devolved upon the 
militia ; and, not in the way of enthusiasm, or of special pleading, 
but in sober earnest, we cannot well imagine an analogous deficiency 
more alarming than would occur, should the present efforts to re- 
cruit our militia regiments prove unavailing. 
We appeal above all, to the merchants and employers of the cities 
of New York and Brooklyn to aid in this enterprise. Strange as it 
may appear, considering the interests of property which they have at 
stake, and how needful it is that the tranquility and good order ef 
the community should be secure, and justice be administered without 
fail—yet employers have been usually short-sighted enough to en- 
deavor to dissuade their clerks and others from joining the militia. 
In some cases they have made the penalty of this act discharge from 
theiremploy. To such men, an appeal to patriotism would be idle 
—but may we not appeal to pocket? 
All question of the duty of young men apart, (and John Adams 
has said that he would put the militia beside the church and the 
school as a “ national institution”), is it not better for a youth, ex- 
posed to the temptations of a great city, to find his recreation in an 
organization like that of some of our best militia regiments, rather 
than in idleness, dissipation and vice? Ina good militia organiza- 
tion, the young man haz, first, healthful exercise; next, habituation 
to discipiine and obedience; next, training of the body and mind to 
quickness and steadiness; next, association with young men of his 
own age and general character, from whom he learns much by the 
natural free interchange of thought, and by the associations which 
come of military camaraderie. Nay, tho business advantages, direct 
and indirect, of large association and acquaintance, are not to be de- 
pised by the employer. On the other hand, the time taken up is 
not great. Drills,to be sure, must be endured; but they come in 
the evening, and don’t encroach on the time due to business. Pa- 
rades are necessary, but they are comparatively few, most of them 
come on holidays like the 4th of July or the 22d of February, and 
the rest are hardly worth grudging to the employe. On the other 
hand, the latter is exempt from jury duty, a fact which may more 
than compensate the employer in a single year for several years of 
holidays granted for parade. After seven years of service, the ex_ 
emption from jury duty lasts through life, and this, too, is worth 
thinking of by the employer. As to the old complaint of the extrav- 
agance and dissipation of militia companies, whatever may have 
once been the truth of that matter, it is a prepostcrous charge now. 
‘Take the number of sober, successful and useful citizens and busi- 
ness men who have been members of the militia, and the present 
high social condition of many of the organizations connected with it, 
and it is clear that to belong to the National Guard of New York is 
even in a business point of view, a recommendation, not a reproach’ 
But we pause here in our general statement of the needs of the 
militia and our plea for its sustenance. At another time, we may 
take up more specific points connected with the subject. At pres- 
ent, we Content ourselves with suggesting to the various organiza- 
tions that they help each other as well as helping themselves. If a 
young man cannot be induced to join one particular regiment let 
him be encouraged to join some other. Let the general advantage of 
the National Guard as well as the special advantage of this or that 
regiment be set forth, and patriotic public spirit keep even pace with

Captain John H. French, commanding Company I, of this regi- 
ment, has issued an order directing this company to assemble for 
drill and irstruction (in chasseur uniform), at the regimental armory, 
corner of Fourth street and Broadway, on Tuesday evenings, March 
23d and 30th; April 6th, 13th, 20th and 27th.
